Farmers Hav e J o bs, To o 
In March a large seasonal rise in 
f a r m 
employment more than off.set 
a further small 
decline in industrial employment. This caused 
a 
net improvement to appear in the employment 
situation, according to Secretary of Labor Mitch­ 
ell. 
Behind the ups and downs of farm employ­ 
ment lies one of the oddities of modern times 
—the fact that agricultural enterprises a r e 
chronically short-handed, even when there is a 
labor surplus. 
Despite the large increase in population in 
recent years, the total of agricultural employ­ 
ment has dropped steadily from year to year. 
In 19 29 it stofxi at a point just above 10 mil­ 
lion. In 19 37. it began to shrink and was reduced 
to an annual average of 6.7 million in 19 53. 
Despite the fact that farmers have had a 
chronic need for labor which they could not 
hire, they do not have any hope of getting it. 
Farm families long since have grown used to 
the idea that women and children can jx'r- 
form with mechanized equipment 
task s 
and 
chores which once would have been performed 
on most farms by “hired men.” 
Few' farm enterprises are of a nature which 
piumits their managers to pay wages com­ 
parable 
with 
those 
paid 
by 
manufacturing 
enterprise. In ca.ses where unsk illed labor might 
be vviliihg to work for lower wages, the farmer 
frequently is unwilling to risk a $5,000 piece of 
equipment or the safety of a dairy herd to un­ 
sure hands. 
But farmers have jobs. too. just lik e factory 
work ers. Tiiey have learned how' to perform 
them so efficiently it now tak es about half as 
many farm work ers to produce more commodi­ 
ties than it did o n ly 25 years ago. One of four 
employed per.sons used to be work ing in agricul­ 
ture Todav It is one of eleven.

Farmers Have Jobs, Too 
In March a large seasonal rise in f a r m 
employment more than offset a further small 
decline in industrial employment. This caused a 
net improvement to appear in the employment 
situation, according to Secretary of Labor Mitch­ 
ell. 
Behind the ups and downs of farm employ­ 
m ent lies one of the oddities of modern times 
—the fact that 
agricultural 
enterprises 
a r e 
chronically short-handed, even when there is a 
labor surplus. 
Despite the large increase in population in 
recent years, the total of agricultural employ­ 
ment has dropped steadily from year to year. 
In 1929 it stood at a point just above IO mil­ 
lion In 1937, it bogan to shrink and w’as reduced 
to an annual average of 6 7 million in 1953. 
Despite the fact that farm ers have had a 
chronic need for labor which they could not 
hire, they do not have any hope of getting it. 
F arm families long since have grown used to 
the idea that women and children can per­ 
form with mechanized equipment 
tasks 
and 
chores which once would have been performed 
on most farm s by “ hired men ” 
Few’ farm enterprises are of a nature which 
perm its their m anagers to pay wages com­ 
parable 
with 
those 
paid 
by 
manufacturing 
enterprise. In cases where unskilled labor might 
be willing to work for lower wages, the farm er 
frequently is unwilling to risk a $5,000 piece of 
equipment or the safety of a dairy herd to un­ 
sure hands. 
But farm ers have jobs. too. just like factory 
workers. They have learned how to perform 
them so efficiently it now takes about half as 
m any farm workers to produce more commodi­ 
ties than it did only 25 years ago. One of four 
employed persons used to be working in agricul­ 
ture Todav it is one of eleven.

W> do no t think o f these as “ sacraments’’ because they do no t bring 
to us “ the inv isible grace o f Go d.” 


Baptism, the immersio n o f the penitent believ er in water, is an act 
o f o bedience to the co nditio ns o f salv atio n impo sed by the Ho ly Spirit 
o perating thro ugh the apo stles o f Christ. It is co nditio nal to remissio n o f 
sins witho ut which there is no pro mise o f salv atio n (Acts 2 :3 8 , Ro m: 6:1 -6). 


W’hen the penitent believ er co mplies with this co nditio n o n earth, 
he is pro mised intercessio n at the thro ne o f Go d bv Christ and the Ho ly 
Spirit (Acts 2 :3 8 , Ro mans 8 :2 6 -3 4 , I Jo hn 2 :1 , Heb. 7 :2 5 ). 


No thing co mes to such a o ne ex cept a sense o f jo y in hav ing o bey ed 
a div inely impo sed co mmandment fulfilling the co nditio n o f salv atio n, 
and the assurance o f div ine autho rity o f fav o r with Go d. Baptism is

The Lo rd’s Supper is in act o f lo v ing rememberance by baptized be­ 
liev ers o f the death and suffering o f o ur Lo rd. The bread and wine ar© 
emblems, designated by Him to represent His bro ken bo dy and His shed 
blo o d. 


In the o bserv ance o f this act o f sacred rememberance we “ sho w 
fo rth His death till He co me” (I Co r.

Nothing comes to such a one except a sense of joy in having obeyed 
a divinely imposed commandment fulfilling the condition of salvation, 
and the assurance of divine authority of favor with God. Baptism is 
“not a putting away of the filth of the flesh but the answer of a good con­ 
science toward God" ((I Peter 3:20, 21L 


The Lord s Supper is in act of loving rememberance by baptized be­ 
lievers of the death and suffering of our Lord. The bread and wine are 
emblems, designated by Him to represent His broken body and His shed 
blood. 


In the observance of this act of sacred rememberance we “show 
forth His death till He come" (I Cor. 11:26). As in the instance of Christian 
baptism, nothing is mystically imparted to us through observance of the 
Lord’s supper. The joy of discerning the Lord s body in humble rem em ­ 
brance as ordained by Him, unites us in happy contemplation of His glor­ 
ious return. We ask, and receive no other reward on earth.
